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An Englifti mile from Freifiat in Hungary Honli-woxi, is a Quarry 
of Stone , out of which many great Stones are digged , tranfparent audi 
refenabling Sug^ircandy. 

At Banca^ two Hungar, miles [from fm)?4^ North-ward, is a Quar- 
ry of white ftone , nigh the Hot Baths of that place ; Over which is 
a lay of Chalk of about a yard thick, very beautiful to the Eye , as be- 
ing of all colors, except green; fo finely mixt, ftreaked, and (ha- 
ded, that it furpaffeth Marble-paper ; and the water dropping upon ic, 
doth as twere varni(h ic. 

At Schemnitz, in Hungary, famous for Silver-Mines, is an high perpen- 
dicular Rock, part of which, from the top to the bottom, is naturally 
tinftur'd with a fliining fair blew and green : And I have heard from a 
Spaniard, who livd long in the Weft-Indies, that there is alfo a rock, like 
thisnigh to tlhe Silver-mines in Peru. 

The Mountain of CUfura, being a part of Mount Hxmm^ as alfa 
Mount Pjrlipe fboth which I pifTed over travelling from Belgrade towards 
LariJfaiaThfaly) doe fliine like Silver, and day and night, either by 
the light of the Sun or Moon, afford a glittering pleafant fhew, caufed by 
the great quantity of Mufcovyglafs, wherewith thefe Hills abound. 
Thtxs ztc^Mo Talc Hm-rocks riigh S fit alt \n upper Cart»thia, as I have 
been informed by M. Dcw/Z^w, who livcth there. lam unwilling to omit 
an Hill nigh Sarvizza, two dayes journey on this fide Larifa, which 
confifts ofan earchof a fine red colour, out of which the red Earthen 
VefTelsof that Country are made -, as alfo the great number of -(4aV»/A 
nigh Tranfch'm in Hungary, there being 32 plentiful fprings of them; 
hkewife an Hoc Bath nigh Btllachernjua in Bulgaria , it being fcitua- 
ted farr from any habitation, yet well built by the Turks, and very re- 
frefhing to Travellours. It hacfl a red lediraent, and mikech a gray 
ftone. 

Being atLarljfaia Theffaly, where the (7r, 5f^;io?- hath long refidcd, 
lunderftood.thathe hadpaffeda good part ofth'e hot Summer of 16^59. 
upon the neighbouring mount Olymfm ; and; by the Interpreters to the 
Emperours Refident, ^ellluftriff^ SlgnordlCapinova, (who were ob- 
liged to attend the i'a/f;?« upon the mountain) 1 was inform'd that there 
was a Spring of a whitifh water upon that Hill, which was drank of by 
many perfons in their great heat and thirft, contradedby afcending iht 
mountain, but proved very deftrucftive unto them in 3 dayes, they then 
complaining of an heavinefs and coldnefs of thvir Stomacks till they 
dyed. 

An Account o^feme Books . 

There being lately fallen into our hands three Books mritten hy fever at Am- 
thmrs, concerning the ProdMElion of the World, all three pretending to 
a(fert and confirm what u delivered by Mofes in the firjl e/Genefis , 
th?ugh they do it different ivayes •, We thmght^ it tvould not be m-acce p- 
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ttible to the hgemui.togive thtm kere a tajiefif fbefe TreAtifes, tkrehy 
t9 excite them to a further difymfition andeltictdation of this matter.. We 
fiall herein folloiv the order of the ttmi^rvbereitt thefe Books Tverefublijht'j 
and therefore ^egin ivitk 

I. C O S M O P OE i A D I V I N A , feu Fabrica Mundi explicata , 
pec Ltidov.de Beaufort Parifinum Med, DoSk. l,u^. Batav. 1 5 j6.in iz\ 

ThisAuthour having in tWDedicatisftaiUs^ook profcflcd his aver- 
fion fromdevifing any other Syflemc of the world, than that, which is 
defcribedby Mofes, and having alio expreffed his labors and endeavours 
to adjuft and accommodate all the Phammenit of Nature to the mind of 
that Divine Writer, tells us. 

In his firft Sedion, that God in the beginning of Time created, in a 
fpace before void, Heaveft&ai E^rth, or the Mattcrof both, and of all 
things comprehended therein, asanunlhipenMafle, continvred, un-divi- 
ded, andun-moved : And that afterwards by his d'lvine cherilhing and fe- 
parating power he refolvcd that dull and movelefs matter into moving 
tfaters^^r divided it into innumerable parts, and put it into motion by that 
divifion, and by the introdu£lion of a ■&<«£■«*» ■ by the means of which 
imported motion, the particles began to extricate themfelves, to ftirre, 
and to tend to their fcveral places, and to afford the firft Rudiments ot 
three Ranks of great Bodies: fo that, after the fpace of i2. hours or 
thereabout, feme Light began to appear, there beiqg then fo much of 
that fubtile matter collefted, aswasfufficient to illuminate a certain me- 
dium. 

In ihefecoftdSe&iOTi, that the Creator formed the Firmament^ as a kind 
of Arched Vault in the mdfi of the iVAters, that is, more perfedlly diftin- 
gaiflit three Ranks or Material Principles of Bodies, vtK,.ont in the middle, 
the Firmament, and two extreams, retaining the name o( tratert hat mo • 
vable and moved:For, fines on the furft day all the parts began to be gather 'd 
into three C^ifw,and the groflefl to take the loweft place,the lefs grofs.the 
middlemoft,5nd thefineft,the uppermoft,he conceivetb,ihattheFirmamcnc 
was well faid to have been made this 2<'day,forafmuch as tbeCeleftial mat. 
ter was collefted in the middle, and placed 'twixt the fubtiler, whofe place 
was above,andthe thickeft Elementary ,being below : Which Vi>aters were 
fimply fo called before.as then aAuaily conftituting but one fluid body, but 
nowdiftinguifti'd into three ranks. 

Inibs third, that the Creator began tofubdivide the third rank, or the 
Elementary matter,Cwhich was yet very Heterogeneonsjby gathering to- 
gether into one place all the Elementary Aqueous partic!es,which he call'd 
Seat ^ fo that the Dry began to appsnr,which he called Earth •, refolving 
and raifing upwards into vapors and exhalations the thinner particles, 
thence to produce Jir and Fire-^ which are the four commonly fc called 
Elements and reputed fimpie Bodies : out of which the other are compoun- 
ded,firft the impcrfcdly mix't, then gradually the more perfediy mixt, and 
after that the yegetatiye^ which about the end of this day began to be 
aduallyproduced. In 



In the fourth, that be made the J«», A^coh and StArr, adorning 
and perfeding the Heavens. Where the Author thinks it no wonder, 
that the fc were not created before the fourth day, in regard there was 
required more time for the framing ( without a new Miracle ) fo many 
and fuch various vortices , thence to form the Heavens and the Stars , 
thanforafimple fepar;^tion ofthe Water from the Earth. 

In the fifth, that he produced Senfitive and Moving Creatures , of a 
lower order, -vizi. Fijh, and FoVele. 

lathe fixth, that he brought forth the other more perfed Animals, 
mmely the Beafis of the Earth; over which, as over all the reft, the 
Great and Bountiful Creator kt Matty whom he form'd after his own 
Image , endowing him with a Mind , and conflituting him an Efttome of 
theUniverfe, and his Lievtenant General and Governour on Earth. 

In all which the Author taketh notice of two Sovcrain Miraculous 
Works ; firfi , the Produdion of the Matter of the World out 
of Nothing; the feeend, the Divifion and Motion caufed in that 
Matter: declaring, that the other works may be conceiv'd to be 
producedwithoutanew Miracle inthefpaeeof the fixdayes, enumera- 
ted by Mofes. Befides, he takes occafiOn , to explicate the nature of 
Motion, and to give the Laws of the fame ; tofhew thenecc/Iityofa 
Vacuum before and In the Formation of the World ; and^o folvethe 
Arguments alleadged againfl: a ?:'<?£•««»> i Infhort, to deliver his opinion 
concerning all the main parts of Natural Philofophy. 

II. CARTESIVS MOSAlZANS, Amk Joh. Amerpoel. 
LtorcardiA 1669. in 11^, 

THe defignof this Author is to make it out, that the Philofophy de- 
livered by the famous Da-Chartes doth well agree, at leaft noc 
difagree with the Hiftory ofthe Creation, recorded by Mofes, A de- 
fign , which that Eminent Philofopber entertained himfelf , and would 
h'avefet upon , if Death had not prevented him , as appears in his Let- 
ters to Mirfemus, viz. the 24th and 53d ofthe 2d Tome, where he 
affirms, that comparing his Principles with the Moliiick Hiftory he had 
found , to his wonder, thatthe latter could be much better explicated 
accordingto the former, than by any other of all thofe ways where- 
in Interpreters have hitherto explained it. 

To evince this, our Author hath taken the pains to make a parallel 
between the firft Chapt. oi Genefts , and the Vnnd^\e%o( Des.CharttSt 
endeavouring to make it appear, 

I. That /^fl/9j as well as DfjC^.4?-/i?/did3cknowIedgin the Corpo- 
real Sphere of things nothingbutone Homogeneous and Uniform VJ^«t- 
ter, dividedand diverfify'd by Motion^ put into cliac Klaccer bv the Cre* 
ator^ and prefcrv'd therein by the fame. 

3.. T.%£r 
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2. That both begin their Philofopby from the ConfiderationofZ;;^;?/, 
as the firfl: Effeftot the Diftinftion of things from-one another, 

3. That both do attribute a Flmdity to the Heavens • yetfo, as that 
Dei-Chartes enlarges upon the partictiUy Difpofition of the Conftituent 
parts of that Body , which Mofes is filent of. 

4. That the Cartefntn Dodrine of the Diflinftion of the Earth 
from the Wattrs and Air , and of the proper Conftitucion of each of 
them, is not inconfiftent with that of Genefis. 

5. That the growch and variety of ^f^f;<?^/c/ , and the caufes there- 
of,aflign d by Des-Chartes, do not difagrec with the fame Sacred Hiftory. 

6. That the Carteftan Doftrine of the Conftitucion aud Ufcofthe 
Luminaries and Fix't Stars , and their difference from the Planets and 
Comets ; as alfo that of the Motion of the Earth about thi S»n , and 
ics own Axis, and the deflexion of its Axis from the Parallelifm^ to the 
Axisof the Ecliptick, and the keeping in apcrpetual Parallelifmc to it- 
felf , is very rational ^ and confequemly not incongruous to that of the 
Divine Philofopher. 

7. That there is a great agreement between Mofes and Des-Cartes 
in afligning the difference between the Life of Beafis, and the Soul 
of Man ; forafmuch as both teach , that the former confifts in the 
Bbud; Which Dfz-C^/irfw further declaring, teacheth, That the Bloud 
heated in the Heart and fubtilized into Spirits , is diffufed from the 
Heart and Arteries through the Brain into the Nerves and Mufcles,ar,d 
by a continual influx into the fame, moves the whole and wonderfully 
contrived Frame of the Body and all the parts thereof ; according to the 
various impiilfes and aftions of Objefts upon them ; But that the Soul 
of Man confifts in Thinkjng and Vnderflandlng , whereby principally 
Man refembleth his Creator , to whofc Image he is made. Which diffe- 
rence is coniirm'd by what Mofes faith , that God commanded the 
Earth to bring forth Living Creatures or Beafis, as well as he com- 
manded the Earth to produce Plants ; whereas , after he had formed 
Man out of the Earth, he is faid tohavebreath'd into him the Brcnh 
of Life, whereby Man became a Living j'««/,' not only £iV;«|' and Mo- 
ving , but a Soul too , that is, perceiving and knowing.
